REPORT 


OF 


Superintendent of Schools 


Commendable gains have been made by the schools 
during the past year. ‘There have been no changes in 
the program of studies. the aim being to make the 
teaching of each more efficient from year to year. The 
results secured in arithmetic, reading, and penmanship 
in particular have been very gratifying, for the pupils, 
as well as the teachers and parents, we know, see that 
there has been a marked improvement in the work in 
each of these subjects. 

Excellent work, too, has been done in the High 
School, the school being re-approved for the present 
year without any criticism by the State Superintendent 
of Schools. The attendance in this school has come up 
to our expectations this year, and promises to equal or 
exceed forty (40) pupils in number next year. The 
Commercial course apparently meets a local demand, 
as ten (10) pupils are now taking the course in whole 
or part. We believe that this course affords excellent 
training. We would call your attention to the report of 
Principal Herbert W. Pickup, which gives additional 
information regarding the High School. 

As stated in our last report, the per cent. of attend- 
ance for the year ending July 15, 1911, was below ninety 
Memoemer cent., the average for the State. We. .are 
pleased to report that the per cent. or regularity of at- 


tendance of our pupils for the past year has been two 
(2) per cent. above the average for the State. In mak- 
ing this gain we have increased our standing over 
thirty-eight (38) towns or districts in one year, having 
now a per cent. higher than one hundred forty-three 
(143) towns or districts in the State. With the same 
membership for the two years we have reduced the 
average absence froin twenty-two (22) to seventeen (17) 
pupils. Measuring in dollars and cents this gain of 
five (5) pupils means a saving of one hundred fifty 
(150) dollars, as that represents the average cost of edu- 
cating five (§) pupils for one year in this State. But 
the gain is greater than that, for the progress of the 
other pupils has been materially increased by the more 
regular attendance of all of the pupils. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my thanks to the 
members of the School board, the teachers. the pupils, 
and the parents and citizens for their hearty co-oper- 
ation.

I herewith submit the annnal report of the High 
School for the year 1912. 
The total enrollment for the years 1Ig11 and 1912 
and the membership by classes was as follows:

It is interesting to note from the above table an in- 
crease of nearly fifty, per cent. in membership in 1912 
over the preceding year. Considering the fact that 
during this period of time there has seen practically no 
increase in‘the population of the town, these figures 
show a decided change in the attitude of the people to- 
ward the High School. This is due to various causes, 
and is a very general condition in the country at large. 
Among these reasons, perhaps the most potent is the 
opportunity now given to pupils to study so-called 
‘‘business courses,’’ in which both parents and children 
recognize something that seems to offer a tangable re- 
turn for time, energy and money expended. 


At the opening of the Fall term the seating capacity 
was inadequate to accommodate the increase in member- 
ship. This required the equipment of another recita- 
tion room, and the removal of the commercial depart- 
ment to a room in Copeland block, which has proved a 
great inconvenience to the teacher and students in that 
department. The lack of a suitable labratory has also 
seriously hampered the work in physics. In addition 
to this, courses in music and drawing should be given a 
place in our program. The value of these subjects, 
from an educational point of view, cannot be overesti- 
mated. 

Should the membership continue to increase, and 
should new subjects be added to the curricula, it will 
be necessary very soon to add to the rooms now availa- 
ble for the use of the High school. 

At the close of the fall term of the current year the 
attendauce was 96 per cent. of the average membership, 
an increase of 3 per cent. over last year. In order to 
‘maintain this comparatively high attendance two things 
are necessary. First, the co-operation of parents is 
needed in the effort to keep pupils in school. Second, 
teachers should not lose sight of the fact that it is their 
duty to make school work attractive. It is a well- 
known fact that pupils learn most readily when their 
attention is fixed on the lesson. Undivided interest 
and good progress go hand in hand with regular attend- 
ance at school. 

The organization of an Athletic association for the 
purpose of promoting the social welfare of the school 
has met with a pleasing response on the part of the 
pupils. In consideration of the scholastic; the social 
side of school life must not be overlooked. 

In conclusion, permit me to say, that in dealing 
with the discipline of the school it has been my con- 
stant aim to instill in the minds of the pupils sucha 
spirit, as will cause a sense of honor, truth, and seri- 
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ousness of purpose to pervade all their future activities. 
I wish, at this time, to express my thanks to the 
parents, teachers, School board and to you, sir, for ear- 
nest support and helpful assistance. -

In the High school as good instruction is given as 
in larger schools elsewhere.

Parents 
who are sending their children out of town to a High 
school are making an expensive mistake. This I 
learned by experience. Parents in surrounding towns 
who are obliged to send their boys and girs away to 
a High achool will find it to their advantage to send 
them to Enfield. 

According to the reports of the other members of 
the School Board good work is being done in the out- 
side schools, and full value is being received for every 
dollar paid out for school purposes. Our slogan is: 
‘‘Nothing but the best.’’
